ing a Christian to be the light of your 
life and the guide for your effort?

The Bible should he submitted 
to literary criticism .

and jumped in.

ing the house helped her in carrying 
out the plan. 
She was attired only 
in a loose wrapper, without a hat and 
the members of the family thought 
she v,as only going to the outside of 
the house. 
Report of her disappearance was 
made a* police headquarters on the 
following day and from that time until 
the hour I he body was found a search­ 
ing party composed of the husband 
and his two brothers and sometimes 
others, scoured the city and vicinity. 
All sorts of stories were thought to lie 
groundless by the husband, but he ac­ 
cepted them till as a clue and ran ev- 
f iv one of them to the earth. 
The finding 
' the body will have a 
reviving effect 
n the family, it being 
known where the beloved one is. but 
even now the husband and children 
will find it difficult to recover from 
the shock. 
They have the heartfelt 
sympathy of the entire community. 
Max Uhlwarm. husband of the

woman, 
accompanied by his 
brother, called at

In the thirteenth century the use of 
the scarlet hat, which distinguished 
cardinals, was sanctioned by I’ope In 
nooent 
IV.

mediaeval 
times the wearing of a hat was regard­ 
ed as a mark of rank and distinction. 
During the reign of Charles 1. the I’u- 
ritans affected a steeple crown and 
broad hrimuied hut, while tlie cavaliers 
adopted a lower crown and a broader 
brim, ornamented with feathers.

the early part of the reign of Henry 
V. lints became popular, and in the 
time of the wars of the roses all men 
of high and low’ degree (with the ex­ 
ception of ’prentices, who wore caps) 
wore hats.

In the foregoing emphatic language 
the recent Republican state conven­ 
tion in ifs platform declared unequiv­ 
ocally in favor of state aid for the 
farmers in buildiug 
better 
country 
toads, and also for the extension of 
the rural free mail delivery system, 
until ea* h day every farmer in the 
state will have his mail delivered at 
his door. 
It is a noticeable 
and 
deplorable 
lact that tlie Demo* ratic state plat- 
loim is absolutely silent on the ques­ 
tion of good roads and the extension 
of the rural free mail delivery. 
Yet 
it is not surprising, for it is simply 
in line with the non-progressive pol­ 
icy of the Democratic party of the na­ 
tion. 
When the Democrats were in 
control of the national congress some 
years ago a proposition was put for­ 
ward to encourage the 
building 
of 
better country roads and give mater­ 
ial aid to the farmers 
in 
building 
such roads, and also to forward the

delivery, 
some one should ask him to explain 
the past record of the party, and more 
important still, ask him why it was 
the recent Democratic state 
conven­ 
tion refused to indorse the movement 
in lavor of good voads and rural free 
delivery. 
The stance of the Demo­ 
cratic state platf*nn on these two im­ 
portant questions means that if the
